When the German army was besieging | 

Paris years ago, Prince Bismarck, like the |

resided in Versailles, and the house he 
occupied is still pointed out to curious 
visitors, although its owner hzs so altered 
its extericr appearance (it is said from 
patriotic motives) that Prince Bismarck 
himself would probally fail to recognigs 
it again.
